WASHINGTON, Oct. 5 (AP).— 
The administration’s $10,500,000,- 
000 tax program was as good as 
scrapped today and the House 
Ways and Means Committee be- 
gan drafting a revenue measure of 


its own which may yield only half 
as much. 

The administration plan was tor- 
pedoed shortly after it was 
launched, when Representative 
Doughton (Dem.), North Carolina, 
leading congressional tax author- 
ity, termed it “ambitious” and 
in some respects “indefensible.” 

Calling reporters to his office 
last night, Doughton said: 

“Any benefit which might arise 
from the effect of the Treasury's 
plan in curbing inflagion would be 
mere.than offset by such unbear- 
able increased burdgns, which may 
well have a tendency to. break: 
down the 


payer.... 

“Tl feel that the Secretary’s 
(Morgenthau) program is more 
ambitious and calls for more tax, 
in the aggregate, than the tax- 
payers can reasonably bear at this 
time, in view of the already heavy 
tax liability. . I do not see at 
this time how we can make the 
full increases requested, either in 
individual, corporate or excise

“IT think some of the increases

GASOLINE STICK 
Proof Is Shown. 


An Office of Price Administra- 
tion regulation, aimed at making 
the reduction in the values of B 
and C gasoline ration coupons stick 
by reducing the eligibility of some 
of the 120,000 holders of supple- 
mentary coupons in St. Louis and 
St. Louis County, was announced 
today by Alfred S. Wade, OPA dis- 
trict gasoline rationing officer. 

Persons applying for additional 
ration coupons to restore the re- 
cent cut in B and C coupon value 
-—from three to two gallons—must 
be able to show they are relieving 
transportation facilities by 
filling their automobiles with 
share-the-riders, or that their cars 
are a necessary part of their busi- 
ness, Wade said. Otherwise, ra- 
tioning boards will refuse their ap- 
plications. 

In addition, boards will give 
each application for renewal of B 
and C coupon books a much closer 
scrutiny than they have previous- 
ly, in an effort to squeeze the 
amount of gasoline used down to 
the minimum, Wade said. And 
these renewals, he added, will only 
be granted where proof is shown 
that rides are shared. 

Emergency Measure. 

“The very method by which the 
recent reduction in coupon value 
was announced indicated the reg- 
ulation was an emergency meas- 
ure,” Wade said. “Headquarters 
in Washington has informed us it 
was just that. The military serv- 
ices of the United States need 
gasoline most urgently.

LONDON, Oct. 5 (AP).—A Brit- 
ish home fleet force, including a 
United States aircraft carrier and 
other American ships, has struck 
a hard blow at enemy merchant 
shipping in Norwegian waters, the 
Admiralty announced tonight. 

Preliminary reports from the 
operation, carried out early yes- 
terday, said planes from the Amer- 
ican carrier scored bomb hits on 
a large number of enemy ships, 
including an 8000-ton tanker, 

Three carrier planes were shot 
down by antiaircraft fire and some 
crew members were believed to 
have been captured, Two German 


planes which tried to shadow the 
fleet were destroyed by carrier- 
based aircraft. . 

The operations were said to have 
taken place in the Bodae area, 75 
miles above the Arctic circle. The 
commander of the force was Adm. 
Sir Bruce Fraser. 


CIGARETTE SHORTAGE WARNING

Statement Asserts. 


The decision of the city admin- 
istration to abandon for the dura- 
tion of the war, plans for addi- 
tional municipal airports was 
sharply criticised today by J. 
Gates Williams, chairman of the 
Air Board of the St. Louis Cham- 
ber of Commerce, who said the city 
had nothing to lose and every- 
thing to gain from acquisition now 
of additional airport sites. 

The plan of the Municipal Airport 
commission, as disclosed by Mayor 
A. P. Kaufmann, is to devote what 
remains of the $4,500,000 airport 
bond issue of 1942 to expansion of 
Lambert-St. Louis Airport rather 
than acquire sites for an addition- 
al airport facilities. 

Williams said this bond issue 
was voted by the people, and sup- 
ported by the Chamber’s Air Board, 
with the “distinct understanding” 
that the money would be used both 
to develop Lambert Field and to 
secure a second airport. He point-

Text of Statement. 


The text of Williams’ statement: 

“According to a statement made 
by the Honorable A. P. Kaufmann, 
Mayor of. St. Louis, as reported in 
the local press Sunday, Oct. 3, the 
city administration, backed by the 
City Airport. Commission, has 
abandoned all thought of proceed- 
ing at this time with plans for a 
secondary airport. This announce- 
ment comes as a distinct shock to 
those of us who have for many 
years worked for the promotion 
of aviation interests in St. Louis. 

“As far back as February, 1940, 
a special survey dommission of 
the Air Board headed by James H. 
Doolittle (now Maj. Gen. Doolittle) 
submitted a report to the Board 
of Directors of the Chamber of 
Commerce and to the then city. 
officials recommending that the 
city proceed promptly with the 
securing of a site or sites for addi- 
tional airport facilitiés in the be- 
lief that the need for an increase 
in the use of air facilities, passen- 
ger, mail, freight and express 
would soon tax the facilities at 
Lambert Field and that any city 
that hoped to advance in aviation 
must necessarily have more than 
one airport. 

“A second committee appointed 
by the Air Board, of which I was 

airman, resurveyed the situation 
and on May 22, 1941, submitted a 
second report which was adopted 
by the members- of the Air Board 
and submitted to the board of 
Directors and to the then city offi- 
cials, in which we again recom- 
mended the further development 
of Lambert Field and at the same 
time the securing of a site or sites 
for. additional airport facilities.

ITALIAN HIGH COMMAND 
HEADQUARTERS IN ITALY, 
Oct. 2 (Delayed) (AP).—A demo- 
cratic Italy in which former Fas- 
cist leaders will have no place was 
pledged today by Premier Marshal 
Pietro Badoglio in his first inter- 
view with Allied newspaper men. 

The 72-year-old military leader, 
who took over the reins of the 
Italian Government at the request 
of King Vittorio Emanuele when 
Benito Mussolini resigned July 25, 
told for the first time the details 
of the former dictator’s‘fall from 
power. 

Picturing the Duce as a craven 
who was out-talked by Adolf 
Hitler at their last meeting July 
19, Badoglio said that Mussolini 
was prepared to tell Hitler Italy 
could no longer continue the war 
but was’ unable to speak after 
listening to an unbroken, two-hour 
tirade by the Nazi leader. 

Ciano Turned Against Duce. 

The close relationship between 
Mussolini and his son-in-law, 
Count Galeazzo Ciano, turned to 
hate in the last days of Fascism, 
Badoglio said, as Ciano became a 
more and more active opponent of 
the Duce’s actions.

The diary, dated March 29, said 
the airman was 23 years old, an 
instructor in the transport com- 
mand at Port Moresby, New Guinea, 
and was a member of a bomber 
crew shot down near Salamaua 
by antiaircraft fire on March 18. 


Extracts From Diary. 
Extracts from the diary follow: | 
“We all assembled at headquar- 

ters where one of the trew of a 
Douglas shot down by antiaircraft 
March 18 was brought under guard. 

“Tai Commander (Sublieutenant 
First Class) Komai told us it had 
been decided to execute him and 
he was ot be accorded a Samurai’s 
death. 

“We were assembled to witness 

the execution. The prisoner was 
given a drink of water outside the 
guardhouse. The chief surgeon, 
Lt. Komai, and a platoon com- 
mander bearing a sword came 
from the officers’ mess. 
e “The time has come. The pris- 
oner of war totters forward with 
his arms tied. His hair is cut

A naval spokesman at South 
Pacific headquarters, describing 
two successive night actions Fri- 
day and Saturday when 40 or more 
barges were sunk or damaged, said 
today a force of Japanese destroy- 
ers attempted to intervene. He 
added: 

“But they turned tail on the 
first glimpse of carnage which 
was outlined by the glare of burn- 
ing barges and floodlights.” 

During September more _ than 
100 Japanese barges attempting to 
evacuate the Kolombangara gar- 
dison, once estimated at 10,000 
men, were blasted from the water 
or wrecked on beaches. The latest 
action took place in the very wa- 
ters where two Jananese crulsers 
and four destroyers were sunk in 
air and naval actions last summer. 

On Saturday destroyers inter- 
cepted a heavy concentratfon of 
at least 20 large enemy barges 
and many smaller ones. Most of 
the large craft were sent to the 
bottom along with another barge 
flotilla which had been broken up 
and destroyed the preceding night. 

The waters of Vella Gulf were 
covered with wreckage, debris and 
slicks of oil. The scene was one

Receipts showing that Paul Hu- 
lahan, former business agent of 
the Hodcarriers, Builders & Com- 
mon Laborers’ Union No. 42, had 
received $1629 in membership fees 
that the prosecutor said he will 
show were not entered in the 
union’s cash journal, were entered 
as evidence today in Hulahan’s 
trial on a charge of embezzling 
and secreting $151,000 of union 
funds. 

Mrs. Luella Jones, clerk in the 
union office and key witness in the 
trigis of four other former union 
officers, who were indicted with 
Hulahan on the same charge of 
embezzlement and secretion, iden- 
tified the receipt stubs as having 
been written by Hulahan. 

Two cash journals were identi- 
fied as union property by Mrs. 
Jones, who said neither would 
show entries of Hulahan’s collec- 
tions. The second journal, as dis- 
tinguished from the first, she said, 
was used by the union from June 
30, 1941, to Oct. 11 of that same 
year when the four union officers 
were suspended from office follow- 
ing a Post-Dispatch expose of ir- 
regularities in union accounts, 

Names Never Entered. 

Eight pages in this cash journal, 
she said, were left blank for the 
posting of names of 400 new mem- 
bers who joined the union July 
23, 1941, but whose names were 
never entered. Each paid an ini- 
tiation fee of $56.50. 

Six union members testified 
during the morning session today 
that they had paid the $56.50 initi- 
ation fees to either Hulahan, or 
his wife at Hulahan’s home, 1577 
Valle avenue, Welliston. They were 
Alvin A. Young, 1422 Rowan street; 
Mike Faccone, 1900 Cora street; 
William Henry Hartsfield, 6224 
Suburban avenue; John Malone, 
6044 Lucile avenue; Joe Avola, 
1531 Hogan street, and William 
Ladendecker, 6406 Myrtle avenue, 
Wellston. 

“State Audit” Made. 

Another of the morning's chief 
witnesses was Lloyd Speece, 3357 
Nagel avenue, who was one of 
three trustees of the union, whose 
duties were to make audits of the 
union’s accounts. He testified that 
in the summer of 1941 the trustees 
were not called to make an audit. 
It was explained to them, he said, 
that a “state auditor” was doing 
the audit. Speece said he later 
learned the “state auditor” was 
Otto Lanfersieck, a former em- 
ploye of the State Auditor’s office. 

In his opening statement, Henry 
G. Morris, first assistant circuit 
attorney, reviewed the growth of 
the union, pointing out that its 
treasury was swollen to an un- 
precedented extent in 1941 when 
thousands of workers joined the 
local and paid dues before being 
assigned to jobs on war industry 
construction. The union member- 
ship jumped from some 1800 to 
about 4000 during the year, he 
said. 

The State will show, Morris con- 
tinued, that the union’s funds 
were embezzled by the officers 
largely by crediting new members 
with $21.50 “residential” member- 
ship cards instead of $56.50 “com- 
mercial” cards and by not enter- 
ing many payMents on the cash 
books at all.

U.S. GERMAN UNIT 
INDICTED IN EAST 
AS NAZI AGENCY 


Vocational League That 
Operated Here Accused 
of Conspiracy—27 In- 
dividuals Named. 


The German-American Vocation- 
al League, which formerly had a 
branch in St. Louis, was indicted 
by a Federal grand jury at New- 
ark, N. J., today along with 27 
of its officers and members and a 
subsidiary organization on charges 
of illegally conspiring to act as 
Nazi agents in this country. 

The league’s best known activity 
here was the operation of summer 
camp for children of German de- 
scent which was maintained near 
Stanton, Mo., under the direction 
of Eberhard von Blankenhagen, 
then secretary of the German con- 
sulate in St. Louis, The camp was 
opened July 1, 1938. 

The league also took credit for 
originating classes in German 
taught during the 1937-38 school 
year on Saturdays at Roosevelt 
High School and Rose Fanning 
School. After the charge was made 
that there was Nazi sponsorship of 
these classes permission for use of 
the buildings was withdrawn by 
the School Board, : 

The league first made its appear- 
ance in St. Louis at a German day 
picnic in 1937 when its members 
appeared wearing blue uniforms 
and blue and gold caps. It claimed 
about 100 members. 

Headquarters of the League were 
in New York. Branches were 
maintained in Newark, Rochester, 
Philadelphia, Detroit, Chicago, Mil- 
waukee, Kansas City, Los Angeles, 
San Francisco and Seattle, as well 
as in St. Louis. 

The indictment alleges the 
League was directly affiliated with 
the German Labor Front. The 
subsidiary indicted is the DAB 
Recreational Resort, Inc., which 
operated a camp at Pompton 
Lakes, N. J. 

It is alleged that the League was 
used by the German Government 
to spread propaganda intended to 
obtain acceptance of National So- 
cialism in the United States and to 
prevent American participation in 
the war. 

Defendants are accused of violat- 
ing a 1917 law which requires 
agents of a foreign government to 
give notice of their status to the 
Secretary of State and the register 
with the Department of. Justice,

which the indictment is based the

ST. CLAIR COTTON 
KING TO CELEBRATE 
WITH A BARBECUE 


Joseph Jethroe Expects a Bale 
From Each of His 
Four Acres. 


St. Clair County’s most important 
cotton planter, Joseph Jethroe, 59- 
year-old Negro, was observing his 
four flourishing acres today and 
laying plans for a celebrative bar- 
becue dinner Saturday afternoon 
to which he has invited agronomists 
from Missouri and Illinois. 

“I’m looking for better than a 
bale an acre this year,” Jethroe, 
who turned from storekeeping to 
cotton growing two years ago, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

Jethroe was encouraged in his 
experiment by the St. Clair County 
Farm Bureau, and this season's 
ambitious planting, four times that 
of his previous efforts, has con- 
vinced him that he has developed 
a high quality, long staple variety 
that is worth the serious attention 
of agriculturésts throughout this 
area. Last year his one acre of 
cotton netted him about $55. 

Until he found some cotton seeds 
in a railroad car eight years ago, 
Jethroe was just another store- 
keeper who cultivated garden 
produce on his place in the Golden 
Garden community near East St. 
Louis. After experimenting with 
seed for several years he put in his 
first crop in 1941. Good results led 
him to settle down to cotton grow- 
ing in earnest. ,

Davis, “vice-preasl- 
dent and sales manager of the 
Scullin Steel Co., was killed this 


morning when he was crushed be- 
tween the box of a charging crane 
and a metal truck on the furnace 
floor of the plant at 6700 Man- 
chester avenue, 

Davis, 67 years old, was taking a 
visitor through the plant on an 
inspection tour, and apparently 
stepped in front of the box without 
seeing it, company Officials re- 
ported. They explained that the 
charging crane is used for convey- 
ing metal to and from the fur- 
naces, 

The accident occurred about 
10:20 a. m., and Davis died.a few 
minutes later in the company in- 
firmary. 

Company officials reported that 
Davis’ chest was crushed.

By Mining Naples Hotel Is Foiled 


Manager Tells Yanks About 2000-Pound 
Time Bomb—Building Left Un- 
damaged as Bait.

NAPLES, Oct. 3 (Delayed).—A 
plot by the Germans to blow up 
the American staff following its 
arrival in Naples came to nothing 
when American engineers, tipped 
off by the hotel manager, found 
2000 pounds of dynamite hitched 
to a time fuse in the basement of 
the Hotel Park, the only one of 
Naples’ larger hotels left undam- 
aged, and disconnected it before it 
could go off. 
The Park was the headquarters 
of Col. Scholl, German comman- 
dant of Naples, and had been left 
intact as a bait to attract Lt. Gen. 
Mark W. Clark’s staff. 


The Naples and Grand hotels 
are among the principal victims of 
German wantonness, One after an- 
other the great buildings along Via 
Partenope, the main waterfront 
boulevard, have been blasted by 
mines and then burned. The Hotel 
Excelsior was bomhed by us. The 
Germans ruined the Santa Lucia, 


Excelsior, Continental, Reale ‘and 
Grand hotels down near the 
aquarium and park. Many other 
great buildings along the western 
section of the waterfront seem 
miraculously intact. The aquarium 
itself is all right and so are dozens 
of palaces which look over the sea. 
This district had been reported de- 
stroyed by American bombers. 


The greatest damage was done 
in the center of the town, where, 
however, many big buildings are 
relatively intact, and in the west- 
ern industrial and port area where 
our bombs and German dynamite 
squads really knocked things flat. 
The cathedral is almost untouched 
and so is the San Francisco di 
Paola near Castle Nuovo. 

The fact that the demolition of 
factories and public utilities has 
made Naples momentarily a place 
scarcely fit to live in, has not pre- 
vented a million or more persons 
from. having a good crack at liv- 
ing in it. But, as a matter of fact, 
this city is nowhere near the ruin 
the Neapolitan refugees painted it.

“And while I express my gratifi- 
cation for what you have done in 
the past, I know that you will 
share with me the expectation and 
the challenge that American labor 
will do more and more until every 
necessity is met, until every battle 
is fought, until the victory is won 
and the peace established. Increas- 
ing efforts to maintain present 
production levels and to increase 
them in some instances are neces- 
sary, The working people will be 
asked to continue to support the 
war effort by lending their money 
and by making sacrifices and mod- 
ifying their personal habits. These 
sacrifices all groups in the com- 
munity are making. 

“Many of the members of ‘your 
unions have gone into the armed 
services. Many of your sons and 
brothers are taking their places in 
the combat lines.

“I ask your continued help in all 
aspects of the war effort and in 
the effort to stabilize the domestic 
economy. We anticipate a good 
deal of success in the rollback of 
prices which will stabilize and re- 
duce the cost of living in essentials. 
For this the informed co-operation 
of all your members is needed.” 

Check on Unions Sought. 

The Brotherhood of Teamsters 
submitted to the AFL convention a 
constitutional amendment which 
would expose financial records of 
affiliated unions to the scrvtiny of 
the federation’s top: officials. 

The proposal would alter the 
fundamental nature of the AFL, 
which is a loose confederation of 
autonomous unions. These unions 
adopt their own constitutions, fix 
their own dues and manage their 
own affairs in every respect with- 
out interference from the AFL. 
They pay only a relatively small 
tax per member to the AFL ag a 
token of affiliation. 

The teamsters union, largest 
numerically and one of the most 
influential in the federation, is 
headed by Daniel J. Tobin. He 
and other teamsters’ delegates 
sponsored the resolution proposing 
that the president or secretary- 
treasurer of the AFL “shall be em- 
powered to look into the books of 
national and international unions 
affiliated with the AFL for the 
purpose of determining whether or 
not they are complying with the 
constitution relative to their per 
capita tax and the number of 
members in good standing within 
each respective organization.” 

The resolution also provided 
that “the executive council shall 
be empowered to order the presi- 
dent or secretary-treasurer of the 
AFL to have audits made of such 
books whenever in the judgment 


of the executive counel it is nec- 
essary.” :

Italians Proud of 


‘This Is Where We Fought Nazis’ 


200 Killed Battling. Ger-| 
mans in Streets—Many 
Died as Hostages— 
Sailors, Marines Shot 
on Sight. 


By RELMAN MORIN 
NAPLES, Oct. 2 — (Delayed) — 
(AP).—Naples is a stricken city 
today, but the Italians are fiercely 


proud of some of its scars. 

“This is where we fought the 
Germans,” they say, pointing to 
streets littered with the wreckage 
of armored cars, to shell-riddled 
buildings and splintered walls lin- 
ing some of the most famous ave- 
nues, 

Pitched battles raged through 
Naples the last day and night be- 
fore the Fifth Army took the city, 
the Italians declared. Unmistak- 
able proof of their words is visible 
in widely scattered places. 

Since last Monday horror had 
stalked the streets. An Italian 
naval captain told us that a few 
sailors and marines began fight- 
ing at that time when they noticed 
indubitable evidence that the Ger- 
mans were preparing to withdraw. 

That was the day—although’ the 
Italians didn’t know it then—that 
the British smashed German 
mountain defenses above Nocera 
and the Americans pressed toward 
Avellino, making German positions 
in Naples untenable. 

The Italiang had nothing but 
pistols and a few hand grenades, 
the captain said, when they start- 
ed to fight. 

“But whenever we killed a Ger- 
man we took his rifle and ammu- 
nition,” he went on. “Within 36 
hours we had plenty of small 
arms, some machine guns and 10 
armored cars.” 

Then the real struggle began. 
The German garrison was forced 
to confine itself to an area of a 
few square blocks, and only pa- 
trols in armored cars could move 
elsewhere. 

The Italians barricaded them- 
selves in a number of the larger 
and sturdier buildings and fired 
every time they saw a German 
uniform. The Germans used 88- 
millimeter field guns and other ar- 
tillery at point blank range trying 
to drive them out, ! 

Above the point ‘of Santa Lucia 
there are whole buildings with the 
upper stories literally shot away

as a result of this murderous 
struggle. 

In an attempt to stem the rising 
tide of violence the Germans be- 
gan shooting every Italian sailor 
and marine they found in uniform, 
All the bodies were brought back 
to the street where the Marine 
building is located and were laid 
there, where the people could see 
them. 

At the same time, the Itallans 
told us, the Germans dragged 
more than 100 civilians — men, 
women and children—from their 
homes near the Marine building, 
handcuffed them, riveted chains 
around their necks, and’ led them

He said that when Fascism col- 
lapsed unfounded rumors that Hit- 
ler had been assassinated swept 
“all the German soldiers in Rome 
into ecstasies of joy.” 

Reporting that the happy Nazi 
troopers “embraced people in the 
streets,” Badoglio said: 

“They tore down photographs of 
the Fuehrer in their barracks and 
scattered the bits in open places.” 

He said also that Mussolini, ap- 
parently fearing the fury of the 
people, wrote a note thanking Ba- 
doglio for placing him in bane 
tive custody. He also said Musso- 
lini had declared he wanted to de- 
vote his life to the Catholic Church. 

(Since his rescue by German par- 
atroops, Mussolini has announced 
the establishment of a new “Fas- 
cist-Republican” government for 
Italy.) 

Badoglio gave this description of 
the escape he and the King made 
from Rome: 

“We left Sept. 9. Italian troops 
were already fighting on the out- 
skirts of the city. They had no 
tanks, and three German divisions 
were pitched against them. We 
passed German troops on the way. 
But a port was safely reached, and 
the rest of the journey was made 
by sea,”

Spurgeon Chandler, the Yankee 
mound ace, who won 20 games as 
the Yankees won their flag, held 
the Redbirds to seven hits, while 
the American Leaguers made eight 
off Max Lanier and Harry Bre- 
cheen. But while the pitching on 
both sides was good, the breaks 
of baseball decided the issue, for 
most of the runs of the afternoon 
were unearned or unnecessary. 
The usually reliable Walker 
Cooper made a wild throw to sec- 
ond on a stolen base, the same 
Cardinal catche rlost a wild pitch 
that caromed off his glove high 
into the air and there were sev- 
eral Yankee hits that caromed off 
the defending Redbirds’ gloves. By 
the same token the Cardinals 
needed breaks to score their two 
runs off Chandler. One of their 
two tallies was unearned and one 
materialized on hits that brushed 
Yankee gloves, 


Even Homer Is Unearned. 


The only unaided tally of the 
afternoon was a home-run blast 
by Joe Gordon, the goat of the 
1942 series, and that went into the 
record as unearned because it was 
hit after clean fielding would have 
retired the Yankees scoreless in 
the fourth inning. 


Undoubtedly it was a sweet vic- 
tory for nager McCarthy and 
his men, for except for Gordon’s 
smash into the left field seats, the 
Yankees won by stealing the Car- 
dinal’s thunder of 1942, using bunts 
and surprise and profiting by mis- 
takes of the Redbirds, who a year 
ago won four out of five games, 
largely by speed and finesse that 
confused and irritated the Ameri- 
can League champions, 

The wild pitch that caromed 
into Walker Cooper’s blind spot 
probably was the popular choice 
as the break of the opening game. 
The score was tied at 2-2 in the 
sixth inning when Frank Crosetti 
beat out a grounder that Kurowski 
fumbled momentarily, but which 
was ruled a hit. Johnson, failing 
twice in attempts to sacrifice, then 
singled to left and Crosetti stopped 
at second.

No matter what the good inten- 
tions of these officers, it is evident 
that Argentina is being run by per- 
sonal predilection, whim and 
prejudice. 

The single fact of tight censor- 
ship exercised by this government 
indicates that Gen. Ramirez and 
his “jailers” are unsure of their 
position within their own country.

MORE MEN! 


Next year will bring an acute crisis in the nation’s 
man-power problem. The public statement just issued 
by the presidents of the 15 largest aircraft companies 
in the United States makes that plentifully plain. To 
meet the military requirements of 1944, the avia- 
tion industry will have to make half again as many 
planes as it did this year, or 120,000, Already em- 
ploying 2,000,000, exclusive of employes of subcon- 
tractors, it will have to engage the services of 500,- 
000 more. 

As Assistant Secretary of War Lovett explained, 
the aircraft industry, which already is strained ‘“‘to 
what seems like the limit,” is called upon for an 
enormous increase, “without which our mflitary 
plans would be thrown off schedule and the war 
lengthened indefinitely.” More than half of the 
Army production next year must be aircraft and 
its equipment, the Assistant Secretary said. 

The program entails vast problems in recruitment 
of workers alone. But there is yet to be taken into 
the accounting the element of turnover—workers 
coming into the aircraft industry and going out of 
the industry and swapping around from one plane 
plant to another. So tremendous was turnover this 
year, the aircraft manufacturers estimate, that in or- 
der to keep an additional 500,000 employes steadily on 
hand during 1944 they will have to employ, next 


year, about 1,700,000. In other words, an employe. 


force of 500,000 will require 1,200,000 replacements 
during the year to make up for those who change 
jobs. And the aircraft industry will represent only 
about one-fourth of the rising need for man-power in 
war production in 1944. 

The problem of turnover must be licked or brought 
substantially under control, else it will tragically 
hold back our prosecution of the war in the coming 
months. While getting the men in the first place is 
a big enough problem, keeping them hag become too 
big a problem. The present tremendous turnover is 
total waste in total war, at the very time when we 
must make the best use we can of all the man power 
we can summon up. It is waste in recruiting men, 
in training them to particular skills and habituating 
them to special plant routines—waste not only be- 
cause of the loss of the employes themselves, but be- 
cause also of the excessively large organizations re- 
quired to hire and train an employe force that is 
not so much a group as it is a parade. 

Now that the problem of turnover, and the heavy 
problem of procurement as well, have been brought 
dramatically to the attention of the nation, may we 
look to Washington to take some really effective 
steps? The job will require an over-all outlook, It 
will require consideration of draft regulations, wage 
schedules, legislation, labor unionism, working con- 
ditions, recreation, and the. many other factors that 
affect steadiness of employment. Most of all, it will 
require bold and expert hands, unhampered by con- 
gressional meddling with details, 
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“MY DEAREST PARENTS.”

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THE SENATE ON THE FULBRIGHT RESOLUTION. 

No very easy sailing is shaping up in the Senate 
for the Fulbright resolution, the brief statement of 
national policy, passed by an overwhelming majority 
in the House, which -would place the United States 
on record as ready and willing to take its place in 
the world of nations after the war. 

Prospects are indicated in a poll of members by 
the Associated Press, which results in a tallying 
of 42 for the Fulbright resolution, 11 opposed, and

Americans may meet and make plans. 

If we can agree on so much as the Fulbright reso- 
lution, we shall be ready for discussions looking to 
agreement on specifics. The resolytion is purposely 
broad, to the point of vagueness, to encourage mem- 
bers of Congress to avoid quibbling over technical- 
ities and to vote on general principles. It would 
be a fine thing if the Senate would respond as 
conclusively as the House. There would then be 
left little room for doubt where this country stands. 
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WATCHDOG FROM MISSOURI. 

Senator Truman’s report to the people on The 
Fight for Quality Production, made last night from 
Shenandoah, was as American as baseball and a 
contempt for fakery. He spoke fast, a tangy flavor 
of Missouri in his rat-a-tat delivery. He spoke with 
the earnest self-assurance of a hard working man 
who knows his facts, and doesn’t want any namby- 
pamby nonsense about other people understanding 
them. 

“I want it perfectly clear that I have no criticism 
of industry and business in general,” he said, point- 
ing out that war contractors who have faked tests, 
forged inspection reports, destroyed records and oth- 
erwise greased the delivery of materials that were 
defective or that insulted specifications, were a 
fractional minority. He paid in all sincerity a 
tribute to corporations who have never jettisoned 
quality and honesty in a race to meet quantity 
quotas, 

Then he answered, with a vivisectionary review 
of the charges against Carnegtie-Illinois Steel and 


Wright Aeronautical, those critics who have charged ‘ 


him with frightening the steel and aircraft indus- 
tries into a slump. He proved with WPB figures, 
quotes from Army officials and from the heads of 
the companies involved that any slow-down has 
been for the perfection of the product, and that over- 
all production quotas in neither field have suffered. 

The American Mercury has called unassuming 
Truman our “Billion Dollar Watchdog,” pointed out 
that his committee has saved war-buying taxpayers 
at least a billion through its inquiries. It has praised 
him for economy ($200,000 spent in two years; only 
15 investigators, 18 clerks and stenographers), and 
for running a 10-man instead of a one-man show. 
He is respected in Washington for shunning sensa- 
tionalism. By comparison with the inquisitorial pro- 
ceedings of Martin Dies, and the star chamber tac- 
tics of the FCC investigation under Cox, the Tru- 
man committee has looked as spotless as the Su- 
preme Court. 

“What our committee hag tried to do has been 
to smooth the way for the honest, efficient, patriotic 
American in the war effort and make the going 
tough for those who were not.” All three adjectives 
apply to the vigilant Senator from Missouri, and an 
added accolade: He not only calls a spade a spade, 
he digs with it. 
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THE HANNEGAN APPOINTMENT. 

When Robert E, Hannegan was nominated for 
the post of Collector of Internal Revenue, 
Post-Dispatch strongly opposed the appointment. It 
did so, not because of any personal animus toward 
Mr. Hannegan or because of doubt of his ability, 
but simply and solely because he participated in the 
notorious attempt to steal the governorship of Mis- 
souri, Mr. Hannegan was one of the conspirators 
who attempted to deprive Forrest Donnell of the 
seat he won on the face of the returns and to seat 
instead the defeated candidate, Lawrence McDaniel. 

We believed then, as we believe now, that it is 
destructive of democratic principle to appoint to high 
posts men who attempt in any way to subvert the 
democrati¢ process. 

As it happens, Mr. Hannegan has performed his 
duties as Collector of Internal Revenue with unusual 
ability and unusual faithfulness. Whereas other 
Collectors turned over the job of running the office 
to deputies, Mr. Hannegan has worked hard at the 
job and turned out so fine a performance that he 
has now been nominated by the President for ap- 
pointment as United States Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue and his name goes now to the Senate. There 
is no doubt that he has earned his promotion, he 
should succeed in Washington as he has succeeded 
hefe., 

But what becomes of the basic principle involved? 
The basic principle has been scrapped in favor of 
political expediency. No matter how able or bril- 
liant Mr. Hannegan may be, the fact is that party 
politics has operated to give .preferment to a man 
who attempted to set aside the will of the people in 
an election.

OW that our position in the world—

in its own juice while we devote ourselves 
to solving our own problems. Others feel 
that our problems are merely a part of in- 
ternational issues and that we must take 
on the responsibility for solving those in- 
ternational problems before we can expect 
to get anywhere with domestic questions, 


It is perfectly true that our domestic 
problems are part of a larger picture. All 
that we do to solve our problems at home 
is immediately radiated out to the rest of 
the world. 


At the same time, we should not forget 
that every other nation knows more about 
its own troubles and problems than we do 
or ever can. No matter how high our ideals 
or motives, we can hardly qualify as man- 
agers of the affairs of other nations. What 
may be good for them may be anathema to 
us or vice versa. 

The history, the traditions of people vary 
throughout the world, Each must work out 
its own destiny. We should let others have 
the same free choice which we reserve for 
ourselves,

This opinion is entitled to com- 
plete respect.

On 
our part we have the substance 
of alliances with all the American 
republics, excepting only the Ar- 
gentine for the time being, which 
we would not renounce willingly.

The process, the ways and

EPISCOPAL BISHOPS 
BACK SCARLETT PLAN 


Co-operative United Nation 
Action on War, Peace in 
St. Louisan’s Proposal. 


CLEVELAND, Oct. 5 (AP).—A 
recommendation for creation of a 
“central council of the United Na- 


tions as an organ for co-operative 
action in prosecuting the war and 
organizing the peace” was deliber- 
ated by a committee of Protestant 
Episcopal Church clerical and lay 
deputies today, preparatory to its 
presefitation for debate in the 
church's triennial convention, 

The recommendation, as part of 
a report of the church’s joint com- 
mission on social reconstruction, 
was approved yesterday by the 
House of Bishops, and sent today 
to the House of Deputies. 

The report was presented by the 
Rt.. Rev. William Scarlett, Bishop 
of Missouri, and advocated “inter- 
national collaboration in dealing 
with those common world prob- 
lems which are capable of no pure- 
ly national or regional solution.” 

The nucleus of-an international! 
authority, the report asserted, “al- 
ready is in existence in the United 
Nations, born out of sheer neces- 
sity. We urge now, while the fire 
of war is still hot, and interests 
and aims more easily welded, there 
be created a central council of 
United Nations, as an organ for 
co-operative action in prosecuting 
the war, and in preparing for and 
organizing the peace.” 

Although the proposals were 
adopted unanimously by the House 
of Bishops, members of the House 
of Deputies said they anticipated a 
prolonged debate on some of the 
recommendations for collaboration 
with other nations. 

Also calling for debate in the 
House of Deputies is a resolution 
for continuation of negotiations on 
unity between the Episcopal and 
Presbyterian churches. 

Compromise between majority 
and minority groups within a 
joint commission on approaches to 
unity with the Presbyterians was 
adopted by the Hoyse of Bishops. 
The action provided for continua- 
tion of the joint commission with 
the presiding bishop to make 
“such changes in membership as 
may seem advisable.” 

The resolution also provided for 
deferral of the issue to the Lam- 
beth conference, composed of 
bishops of all churches in the 
Anglican Communion, before any 
commitments on unity are made. 
The Lambeth conference will not 
meet until after the war,

Three two-seater training planes 
—an Aeronca and two Piner Cubs, 
costing a total of $2500—have been 
contributed to the St. Louis Civil 
Air Patrol by the St. Louls Wom- 
en's Advertising Club, it was an- 
nounced today. 


The presentation was made Sun- 
day at the St. Louis School of 
Aeronautics, Kratz Field, near St. 
Charles, by Miss Dorothy Ward, 
president of the Advertising Club, 
who explained that the planes were 
purchased with the proceeds of the 
society’s ninth annual Gridiron 
dinner last March 30. 

The planes will be available to 
cadets of the United States Army 
Air Corps Reserve and to cadets 
and members of the Civil Air Pa- 
trol, who will pay less than half 
of the customary flying fee for 
their use. The usual flying fee, it 
was said, is about $10 an hour, 
compared to Civil Air Patrol 
charges of $4.80 an hour, which 
cover maintenance and full insur- 
ance, The planes are not new, 
owing to the curtailment of civilian 
plane manufacture during the war. 

Under the supervision of the 
War Department, the St. Louis 
Civil Air Patrol provides  pre- 
flight training for about 150 youths 
under 18 years of age, in anticipa- 
tion of certain phases of instruc- 
tion which they would have to 
undergo when they report for ac- 
tive duty. The 30 courses of in- 
struction include air navigation, 
meteorology and flight theory. The 
flight training is in addition to 
the Government ground instrue- 
tion.

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The Ripper Got Away 


Detective Divall 


Dies a Failure 
By Charles Fisher 


T HERE died in England recently—victim of 


a German air raid over the southwest coast 
—a retired detective named Tom Divall. He 
was 81 and vastly renowned as the greatest thief- 
. WANN catcher of his time. 
D He was also an es-

mysteries and, in

But he will be re- 
membered mostly, 
we fear, because of 
a single failure. He 
never managed to 

apprehend that fearsome slayer who, in a very 
literal sense, carved out for himself the most 
horrendous career of any of Victorian London’s 
industrious group of murderers. Detective Divall 
mever caught up with Jack The Ripper.

IN THIS HE was no more delinquent than his 
colleagues of Scotland Yard, but his reputation 
gave his pursuit and lack of success a kind of 
classic quality. It was rather as if Mr. Sherlock 
Holmes—a contemporary of Detective Divall, by 
the way—had failed to establish contact with 
Prof. Moriarty or the sinister Col. Moran. 

However, for purely literary purposes, the 
Jack The Ripper crimes are more satisfactory as 
mysteries than if they had been swiftly and con- 
ventionally solved. Students of antique gore have 
a particularly lively interest in Jack, and theorists 
have spent 55 years guessing at his motive. 
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HE FUNCTIONED under the gaslights, circa 
1888. Five murders are officially recorded as his, 
but most authorities agree that he committed 
two more before his inexplicable abandonment of 
his profession. His field of operation was, in 
each case, Whitechapel and the East Side of Lon- 
don; and his victims were invariably ladies se- 
lected—as the papers of the day said gracefully 
~from the very lowest walks of life. 

It was Jack's ungallant practice to accost these 
somewhat rumpled butterflies in lonely thor- 
oughfares, long past midnight, and dispatch them 
before they had time to cry out for help. Before 
he fled, he mutilated the bodies so terribly that 
half the city lived in a state of terror and panic 
for a year. 
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MEMBERS OF the London police took to pa- 
troling in pairs. Over their shoes—so they might 
walk softly and perhaps detect the quarry in the 
act—they nailed strips of rubber cut from bicycle 
tires. (Jack, you see, was indirectly responsible 
for the invention of gum shoes.) But only once 
was he seen. 

Late on an autumn night, P. C. Thompson, 
newly appointed to the gendarmerie and not yet 
in possession of the alertness of a veteran, heard 
footsteps coming from a grubby passage named, 
with blythe British disregard of congruity, Swal- 
low Court. A man sped past him and P. C. 
Thompson caught a valueless flash of dark cloth- 
ing and the blur of a face. He did not take 
after the fugitive, however, but walked instead 
in the direction whence the man had come, A 
woman lay dead on the paving stones. She was 
Jack The Ripper’s latest victim. 
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P. C. THOMPSON brooded miserably over his 
dull wits for the rest of his life. It was not a 
very long life. Less than half a dozen years later, 
arresting a hoodlum at a coffee stall, Thompson 
was stabbed in the throat and instantly killed. 
But his end made some amends for his earlier 
error; his dead fingers held so fast to the killer's 
clothing that a fellow constable caught him be- 
fore he could break free. 

But thefe, with P. C. Thompson, went the last 
living man who had ever had a glimpse of Jack. 
Nor, after the night in Swallow Court, was The 
Ripper heard of again. Even the dossier of the 
case disappeared from the files in Scotland Yard, 
under circumstances never made clear, 
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DETECTIVE DIVALL maintained until his 
death that Jack had fled to America. If the 
theory is correct, the most engrossing possibility 
opens up. After all—although the murders oc 
curred in another world from ours—Detective 
Divall was living until a few weeks ago as a con- 
necting link. If he survived, why not his quarry? 

We may make it a custom, whenever we meet 
venerable old gentlemen from now on, of looking 
hard at them and asking what they were doing 
in the autumn of 1888.

My Day ⸗0-

‘ HYDE PARK, Monday. 
BEGIN again today to write 
| you of happenings here in the 

United States. In a way, I am 
sorry that what I have been able 
to tell you daily of my trip has 
come to an end, because there is 
so much more that I should like 
you to understand about this war 
in the Southwest Pacific. Some- 
times I see criticism that we are 
concentrating on finishing the 
European war before we put the 
whole of our strength into the Pa- 
cific. That criticism is largely, I 
think, from people who have little 
understanding of the complications 
of this war. The more power we 
eventually put against the Japa- 
nese, the fewer the men we shall 
lose. It seems to me, as an uUn- 
initiated layman, that this power 
must be largely air and naval, 

The actual taking of land must 
always be done by land forces, but 
the preparations and support must 
be given by the air and sea forces. 
The greater that support is, the 
less human lives it will cost us. 
General MacArthur has done and 
is doing a miagnificent job. He is 
turning a defensive war into an 
offensive one. Admiral Halsey and 
Admiral Nimitz have done the 
same fine job in their areas of 
command, and these co-ordinated 
movements are making life very 
uncomfortable for the Japanese. 
I hope that we at home realize how 
much depends on our work in pro- 
ducing all the supplies possible, in 
producing the ships in which to 
transport those supplies, and in 
inventing new weapons to meet the 
new inventions made by our 
enemies. 

This is a war of the people as a 


whole. We, at home, are just as 
much a part of it as the soldiers 
in the field. What we eat, save, 
give and do for each other at 
home has an effect on the men in 
the field. No man should won- 
der whether his family is being 
cared for. He should know that 
their neighbors are concerned for 
them and will do whatever is nec- 
essary for them. No man should 
ask what our plans are for the de- 
mobilization period. The Austra- 
lians and the New Zealanders have 
told thelr men. We should short- 
ly do the same. However, since 
this is a democracy, the people 
have to see that this is done, They 
must insist that plang be made, 
discussed and passed by Congress, 
and they must make their own ac- 
quiescence known to their repre 
sentatives. ‘We are a democracy 
and we cannot be indifferent to 
“ys move by our Government to- 
ay.

reading through the headlines, especially if he likes to discuss 
the news with you. But if he is permitting himself the habit 
of propping his paper up in front of him and crouching down 
behind it, and reading it more than briefly, and without sharing 
his thoughts with you, one could hardly consider his table 
manners deserving of praise.

Shoes Cause 
Majority of 
Foot Trouble

Logan Clendening, M. D. 


HE Chief cause of the weak- 
T ness and inefficiency of the 

modern man’s (and woman’s) 
foot is the modern shoe, According 
to eminent authority, the feet of 
American children are well on the 
way to deformity by the time the 
child is 10 years old. “By early 
adult life the foot is deformed to 
such an extent that the modern 
person ig functionally a cripple.” 

These are the judgments of an 
Army medical officer who has been 
for the past few years studying 
the problem of the functional in- 
adequacy of feet in young and 
otherwise vigorous recryits. 

No one, of course, is proposing 
that the modern man should go 
barefoot, Even though it is ad- 
mitted that the strongest feet in 
the world belong to the peoples 
who do go barefoot, or wear only 
moccasins. But such peoples live 
in a warm climate with no snow- 
fall, and terrain that is not too 
rough.

THE MOST important item: in 

e modern man’s shoe is the sole, 
no matter what the experts say 
about the rest of the requirements. 

Granted the sole which protects 
you against hot pavements in sum- 
mer, and ice and snow in winter, 
and a thousand sharp points and 
projections, the man criticism of 
the modern shoe is that it is too 
narrow—and narrow in the wrong. 
place. 


When you see the Army shoe 
you must be struck with its width 
in front which gives it a bulbous 
appearance. It is wide exactly at 
the place where the natural foot 
is wide—across the base of the 
toes. Compare it to an average 
stylish shoe and you find that the 
latter is widest an inch or more 
further back, across the instep 
and narrows as it comes towards 
the toes.

LEVINE SAYS, “Proper length 
requires that there should be a 
Space as wide as an ordinary 
thumb. distal to the toenail of 
the great toe,” and that for “proper 
width the fitter should be able to 
insert the index finger ynder the 
tongue and down towards the 
toes when the shoe is unlaced.” 
' These principles which are car- 
ried out in the Army shoe are the 
result of many experiments and 
experiences of army orthopedic 
surgeons both in this country and 
in England, The Army shoe in 
this war is an improvement over 
the Army shoe of World War I, 
and in this conflict far less foot 
trouble is ascribed to footwear 
than previously. 


The commonest foot complaint 
among the thousands whom the 
Army doctors have to attend is 
just plain hurting feet—the re- 
sult of the strain of marching and 
standing. This could go on to:fal- 
len arches unless rest and treat- 
men ‘were instituted. But as a 
matter of fact, it may be an indi- 
cation that the foot is recovering 
from the effects of its “civilized” 
footwear and is beginning to be- 
come a strong foot. 

Exercise is both tiring and 
strengthening, and after the pre- 
liminary rest period, foot exer- 
cises are the mainstay in the treat- 
ment of weak pedal arches.

West Lost 
His Chance 
In Discard

Now when the diamond seven 
was played, West made a fatal 
discard. He realized that declarer 
must hold the spade king, hence 
was naturally loath to unguard the 
spade suit. Instead, he chose to 
relinquish the club king. Dummy’s 
heart nine was thrown off and 
declarer then led a spade to the 
queen. Now when the club nine 
was cashed and declarer discarded 
a heart, West was really squeesed. 
If he discarded a spade, all of 
dummy's spades would be good; 
if he discarded the heart ace, de 
clarer, upon reaching his own hand 
with the spade king, could cash 
the king of hearts. 

Aside from the obvious fact that 
the contract could have been de 
feated immediately through the 
cashing of the heart and club aces, 
it is pointed to observe that it also 
would have been defeated if East 
had returned any card but the 
club jack, or if West, at the eighth 
trick, had discarded a spade, con- 
ceding the entire spade suit but 
rigidly guarding hearts and dia- 
monds.
